April 15. the time for this importation 
was further enlarged to Sept. 10. 1767. 
And by the laft of the five atts above 
mentioned which received the royal af- 
fent Dec. 16. 1766, it was enacted, That 
it fhall be lawtul for any perfon to ime 
port into this kingdom, in any veilel 
whatfoever, at any time or times before 
Sept. 29. 1767, any oats or oat-meal, 
rye or rye-meal, without the payment of 
any duty whatloever. 

Thus we fee that his Majefty and his 
parliament, as foon as potlibte after their 
firft meeting, did every thing that could 
be thought of for relieving the diftrefles 
of the poor. But in order to be confitt- 
ent with thofe maxims by which we have 
been governed tor near a century paft, 
it was neceflary to make every one of 
thefe new laws for a fhort limited time; 
as if the permitting the importation, or 
nrobibiting the exportation, of the ne- 
ceflaries of life, were ao affair of the 
mott dungerous confeguence to this 
dom: which is directly the reverfe of 
the way of thinking among our anceltors 5 
for by the old law of England, I may fay 
by the common law, there was always a 
liberty to import the neceilaries of life 
from every country in amity with our 
fovereipn ; and, on the other hand, the 
necefiaries of life could not be exported 
without a general or {pecial licence from 
the government, after a ftri& inquiry 
and full affurance that there would be a 
{utliciency left for the fupport of the ins 
habitants, until the next harvett furnilh- 
ed them with a freth fupply. 

This inguiry the law (uppoted that every 
wife government would take care to make, 
before they granted any licence for exe 
portation. And whilft our kings had ei- 
ther the power, or influence, to prevent 
it, they teok care, that no felfilh faction 
in parliament thould ever deprive the 
people of this liberty to import, or this 
reftraint upon the export of the necefla- 
ries of life, by eftablifhing a monopoly of 
fuch necefiaries in favour of the propri- 
etors of our land-eftates. It was exe 
tremely right, and was always the prac- 
tice, to give fone {mali advantage to the 
proprietors of our own lands, by loading 
the importation of fuch neceflanies with 
a {mall duty ; and when we had too great 
a plenty of our own produce, it was e- 
qually right, to allow a part of what we 
had to be exported for the iupply of our 
friends who were in want: but to prohi-e 
bit the importation of the necedlaries of 
life;

The catles of 
the ir are to various, that it is impoili- 
ble to prevent it by a general Jaw, any 
otherwile than by a law for preventing a 
combination, either among the journey- 
men, or among the matters; for it would 
be unju:t to prevent it among the for- 
mer, without taking care to prevent i€ 
ly among the latter. Tut as to 
ud, I humbly think, it may be 
ina preat mecture prevented, by one 
peneral law for eftablithing and exprefsly 
dithirpuilhine everal prices of corn, 
which in all is the clief necel- 
fury of life. “Vhe firtt and toweit of thele 
prices ought to be fettled at that at 
which a bounty fhall begin to be pay- 
be that h is the 
ufual price of Polifh or German wheat, 
and the other forts of corn in propor- 
tion; becaufe, as cur wheat is hetter 
than theirs, tt would induce the Dutch 
to keep their mapazines alw:. ‘ys flored 
with Britifh rather than Polifp corn, and 
thereby enable them to fupply this na- 
tion in a tine of preat fcarcity: for 
Coubt if anv mapazines can ever be etta- 
blithed in this kingdoms; beecautfe 
at the public charge would be vaftly ex. 
pentive, and private men will never un- 
ertuke it, as they cau more oj 
their monev ia our public fonds, than 
they can expect by employing 
trade.

2. Becaule it appears to wus, that this 
bill is an high violation of the national 
faith, taking away, withvut any judicial 
proceis, or even ay criminal charge, 
that power of declaring dividends, which 
the company purchaled from the public 
for a valuavle confideration. 

3. Bocaule it appesrs to us altogether 
unaccountable, to pufs in one year an aét 
for regulating the modes and conditions of 
declariug divideuds by the company; and, 
iii the very next year, to prohibit the ex- 
ercile of thole very powers fo regulated. 
This aé is now in force; no defed& 
in it has been ttated; no amendment has 
been propoled; no infraétion has been 
pretended.

Jadeed, in very hot weather, in the 
province cf Maryland, where the porton 
is Much More than itis here, 
if a perfon happens to be bitten half a 
wile from a houle, and he cannot liinlelf 
come at the wound to fuck it, nor is 
within call of any one elle for allijtance, 
le may as well tie dowWa upon the {pot 
and die; for he will certainly expire be- 
fore he gets hame : but, on the contrary, 
if he can reach the puncture with his 
wouth, nothing is more ealy to cure, e+ 
ven inthat hot clim.te. 

In this province, I have cured feveral, 
by only ttamping a bit of the root of the 
plant, of which [ fent you a {pecimen, 
with the feed *, and infufing it in wine, 
ang giving it inwardly, and at the fame 
time applying a cataplafin to the part af- 
fected, made of the bruifed leaves of the 
fame plant. 

With this fimple remedy, the cure is 
often accomplithed, if the weather be 
moderate, even after the patient has been 
fome days bitten, without any other ap- 
plication than barely fucking the wound. 

This is fo well known in the neigh- 
boarhood where I live, that no body is ia 
the Jeatt dread about it; and there is no 
inflance that I know of, where the bite 
of the rattle-fuake has ever proved more 
tal, where proper ailiitance was at hand, 

As to the fatcinating: power of raitle- 
fnakes, I firmly believe it. But the vul- 
gar notion, of their biting their prey, 
and fuffering it to die before they devour 
it, deferves no credit. They never bite 
their prey atall: if they did, they would 
fuiely deftroy themfelves by their own 
poifon; for where-ever they bite, if they 
are kept from water, they will die of 
the poifon that is {pilt about their mouths.

An expedition was therefore ordered to 
Corfica in the year 1553, under the com- 
of Generel! Paul de Thermes, ac- 
companied by Sampiero di Ornano, Jour- 
dain des Urfins, and feveral other able 
commanders. Henry had allo the Turks 
joined with him in this expedition, having 
prevailed with their fourth Emperor, So- 
Iyman, ftvled the Magnificent, to fend 
out a large fleet to the Tufcan fea. 

This expecition was powerfully oppo- 
fed bv the Genoefe ; who had piven Cor- 
fica in charge to their celebrated bank of 
St George. The preat Andrew Doria, 
though then in his eighty-feventh year,

Te improved flate of this 
Vhey are fo far inferior to all 
other ttro@uces of the fame hind, in our 
Gen, or wm other countries, that they 
cannot fail to prejudice every itranper 
ecaintt Scotland, its education, and its 
manners. A ftranger, when conduded 
to view the Univerfity of Edinburgh, 
might, on feeing fuch courts and build- 
ines, Daturelly enough imagine them to 
be almthoules for the reception of the 
poor ; but would never tnsgime, that be 
was entering within the precinsts of a 
noted and fourifhing feat of learning. 
An area, winch, if entire, wonld have 
formed one {pacious quadrangle, is 8 
ken into thee peliry civilions, and 1 
compafled partly with walls which theres! 
ten ceftruction to the pafienger, and 
a'tly with a range of low houfes, feveral 
which «re now become ruinous and 
not babitable. With the exception of 
one large upper gallerv, which has late- 
ly been repaired, and made the public 
library, and of an anatomical theatre, 
there is no room or building belonging, 
to the Univerfity that has any degree ol 
Academical decency.

The places to which pettons have been 
much accufiomed i their vouth, gene- 
rally remain conne@ted in their iniavina- 
tion wth what relates to thole places, 
or has been trante&ted in them. Palaces 
and {umptucus ecifices are not requilite, 
indeed, to fuppert the dipnite of Literae 
ture: but. furely. when idea of povere 
ty, meannels, cirtinels, end darknet, 
ere comnected in vouth with a Pterary 
eiucotion, fuch a debofing affocietion is 
not likely to favour the proper fruits of 
education future dite. 

The public buildings in any country 
are generally expected to bear fome pro- 
portion to the ftate of that country : 
They cre fuppofed to exhibit the public 
tale, ond to correfpond to the depree of 
pahional advaneement in opulence aid in 
alts. A nore unfavourable foecimen of 
ail thele connot eafily be fhown then 
what is aiforded by the Univerfity of E- 
dinburgh. 

The preprefs of improvement, through- 
cut the whole country, bas, of jatevears, 
been great and remarkable. Various 
caules have contributed to increafe the 
public weath and profperitv. An un- 
common f{pirit of vigour, induftry, end 
application to every uleful art, has diiit- 
led itielf through all ranks. No rational 
icheme has been propoted fer the public 
vulity or honour, to which proper atten- 
tion has net been paid. Undertakings 
fo preat and extenfive, that tome time 
ayo they weuld have been held impraQi- 
cable and vifionaiv, are now planned 
with judpement, and fupported with zeal. 
In Edinburgh, in particular, the grezt 
iMproveinents Which have been lately 
mace, and are {till poing forwards, large 
buildings avifing fuddenly on all hands, 
magnificent bridge, and new fireets 
aid iquares begun, carry all the marks 
@ country growing in atts and in 
cultty. The Univerfity -fabrick alone 
im fuch a nepgledled flate, as to 
be penerally accounted a difhonour to 
the citv of Edinburgh, and to this part 
the kingdom. 

_ The Megiftrates and Council of Edin- 
burph, the Patrons of the Univerhty, 
heve never been wanting in proper at- 
tention to its intereft. They bave liften- 
ed to every reafonable demend. They 
have Rudicd, te time, to ren- 
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der the accommodation of the Profeffors 
and the ftudents more tolerable; and 
have, for this purpofe, annually expend- 
ed fuch funs as their public revenue 
conld etford on decayed buildings. 

But thele rtia! reparations can net- 
ther remove the meonveniency, nor coe 
ver the deformity end meannefs of the 
whole. Ti hos long been thought, and 
the opioon is now become general, 
that it is neceflary to rel uild the fabrick 
upon anew plan. And as the Magittrates 
and Cooncil of Ed:nburgh are altopether 
unable teexecute fuch an uncertaking, 
by means either of the tunds oppropna- 
ted for the fuipport of the Univerfity, or 
of the proper revenue of the Community, 
it has been fugvelied by many, that ep- 
plication ought to be made to the public 
tor aid. Several perfous of genevofity 
end public towit have teftined their wil- 
hingnels to promo fuch a inealure end 
the voice of the pnbite has given encou- 
reverent to hope, that if a peneral fub-

public advantape and honour. This hag 
given occafion to the prefent Memorial 
being offered to the public. 

What is propofed, in general, is, to 
rebuild the fabrick of the Univerfity, ac- 
cording to a repular plan, and in a de- 
cent manner, on the ground where it 
ttunds at preient. The fituation is in 
every reipeét commodious ; the area, 
cortamning above three acres, is (ufli- 
ciently extenfive, and would afford one 
larpe, free, and open ‘aquare, around 
which all the buildings could be placed 
to auvanlape. 

The chiet objea in view, ics, to ere& 
thoie public buildings which are neceflary 
for en univertity; a Public Hail, a Lie 
brerv, a Mufeum, and convenient Teach- 
ing-Rooms for the feverat Profeffors. As 
there aie twenty-one of thete, fixteen or 
eighteen diftinét apartments would be 
required. Whith retpect to dwelling-hou- 
fes for the Profeffors, the building of 
thefe muft cepend on the extent of the 
funds that fha!! arife. If they fhall be 
juch as, befides the neceflary Acedemical 
buridings, to etlord Lowe. for the Profef- 
fors, or at leaft forve ethitance for ereét- 
ing them, and by this means to complete 
the whole propofed fguare, the public 

wou'd reap this advaitope, that the 
Proiciiors could then tore readily, and 
with much Jefs inconveniency, receive 
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young gentlemen under their immediate 
cere, and lodge them in their houles, 
than it is poflible for them to do at pre- 
fent. But no part of the money fuhteri- 
bed fhall be applied towards building 
houfes for Profetlors, unlefs futficient 
fr nds be obtained for completing the pu- 
bic buildings in a decent and proper 
manner. 

In order that the (ubfcribers may be 
fully aicertained of the iums which they 
{hall pleale to contribute being faithfully 
and properly applied, it is further propo- 
fed, that certain Adminittrators or Tru- 
tees {hall be named, under whofe fole 
crrection every thing {hall be placed which 
relates to the intended buildings, and to 
toe application of the funds that may a- 
rile for this purpote, 

The perfons propofed to be the Tru- 
ftees, are, the Lord Provoft, tne fix Ma- 
pillrates, and Deacon-Convener of the 
*bDrades, of the city of Edinburph; the 
Lord Keeper of the Great Seal; the Lord 
Keeper of the Privy Seal; the Lord Re- 
gitter of Scotland ; the Lord Juttice Ge- 
neral; the Lord Prefident of the board 
of Police, with one of the Lords of Poe 
lice, to be chofen by the Court; the 
Prefident of the court of Seflion, 
and two ef the Senators of the College 
of Jutlice, to be chofen by the Court ; 
the Lord Jultice Clerk, and one of the 
Lords of Jutticiary, to be cholen by the 
Court; the Lord Chief Baron of Exche- 
quer, and one ot the Barons, to be cho- 
icv by the Court; his Mojefty’s Advo- 
cate, and the Sobhcitor-General; the 
Dean of the Faculty of Advocates, with 
three Advocates, to be chofen by the 
Faculty; the Keeper of his Majeity’s 
Signet, with two Clerks to the Signet, 
to be cholen by that Society; the Prefi- 
cent ot the Royal College ot Phyficians, 
with one Fellow, to be cholen by the 
College; the Reprefentative of the city 
of Edinburgh in Parhament; the olde? 
Niinuler of Edinburgh, with one of the 
ether Manifters, to be chofen by the 
Minitiers of Edinburgh; the Matter of 
the Merchant Company, with one of the 
Neibers, to be chefen by the Ce mpany ; 
the Principal of the Univerfity, with one 
Protetior fromm the Faculty of Theology, 
cre from the Faculty of Law, one from 
the Faculty of Meaicine, and two from 
the Facuity of Arts, to be cholen by the 
Univeriity. 

Under the cure&ion of a body of gen-

moft proper meatures will be taken for 
erecting the propoled buildings, accor. 
ding tofuch a plan, and in fuch a manner, 
as will redound moft to the benefit of the 
Univerfity, of the city of Edinburgh, 
and of the whole united kingdom. 


[The fubfcription was opened in the 
beginning of March, and goes on fuccelss 
fully: confiderable fums are already fub- 
feribed, By the fubfcriptionspaper it 
is propofed to erect fixteen fchools and 
teaching-rooms, fo as to accommodate 
the profeflors of the feveral arts and 
{ciences, together with a public hall, 
mufeum, and hbrary-room. According 
to a furvey and eftimate by a tkilful ar- 
chitedl, thefe fixteen ichaols or teaching: 
rooms may be built for about 65001; 
and the above-mentioned public hall, 
mufeum, and hibrary-room, may be fi 
nifhed in a decent end proper manner, 
and the chyinical laboratory, anatomical 
theatre, and public fchools, may be fit- 
ted up, for the additional fum cf 85001. 
or thereabout. As the number of Tru- 
flees was thought too great, they are, 
by the fubicription-paper, to be as fols 
lows, viz. The Lord Provoft, fix Magi- 
{trates, and Deacon-Convener of the 
Trades, of Edinburgh ; the Lords Keep- 
ers of the Great and Privy Seals; the 
Lords Regifter, Juttice General, Prefi- 
dent of Police, Prefident and another ot 
the Lords of Seflion, the Chief and ano- 
ther of the Berons of Exchequer, the 
Juitice-Clerk, the King’s Advocate and 
Solicitor, the Dean of Faculty and ano- 
ther Advocate, the Keeper and one ol 
the Clerks to the Signet, the repretenta- 
tives in pailiament tor the county ahd 
city of Edinburgh, the Prefident of the 
Royal College ot Ptyfictens, one of the 
Minifters of Fdinburgh, the Maiter of 
the Merchant Company, the Principal 0!

year’s Magazine, and particularly a 
letter upon the out-doors proceedings in 
the Douglas canfe [xxix. 696.], a few 
things occurred to me, which if you think 
to the purpofe, and are not already glut- 
ted on that head, you may give them a 
lace. 

The extreme fingularity of the Douglas 
caule, together with the high rank of the 
perfons interefted, and the value of the 
prize conteited for, muft neceffarly en- 
gage the attention of all thofe who have 
cone to the leaft knowledge of it: and 
fom the nature of mankind, prejudices 
are formed, and parties taken, without 
the lealt view, that any jother than the 
real parties are concerned, either in their 
private or public capacity; and, in faét, 
whatever we may feel from our affections 
and prejudices being gratified or difap- 
pointed, we are not concerned which 
fide prevails in the event of the caufe ; 
and as in our (at prefent) happy confti- 
tution of G. Britain, it is not popular in- 
fluence, nor out-doors proceedings, nor 
any other caufe fave juftice and equity a- 
lone, that can be fuppofed to determine 
fuch learned and auguit courts, efpecial- 
ly in private rights, in their judgements, 
all appeals to out-doors in that view is 
ti¢lets and abfurd. 

Sut, in another view, and in fuch I look 
toon this caufe, it may be both beco- 
Dong and neceflary. The public can eafi- 
ly judge, whether an evidence is full, 
car and convincing, or partial and con- 
irctural. In the laft cafe, if the event 
‘hould go apainft Mr Douglas, he is moft 
Wty intitled, not only to public fympa- 
thy, but even to its countenance and fup- 
port. F.iducated, treated, and accuftom- 
ec to look upon himfelf, as heir and re- 
preleutanve of one of the moft illuttrious 

"ves in Europe, and the proprietor of 
ettete, all at once to be deprived 
teme, honour, and fubfiftence ; in 
a cafe, the only fupport to human 
mult be, public affeQ@ion and regard. 
——Tbe author of the Confiderations is 
‘seretore hipbly blameable [xxix. 625.], 
“0c betrays a want of all the humane af- 
‘ettions. His performance is unmanly 
and Tt cannot atieét the caufe. 

‘¢ has {aid nothing new. The proper 
JbCRes are pofletied of all he has faid, and 
“t tle evidence upon which he founds ; 


and his channel was not the-proper one 
for their information. But it may have 
had the effect to fteel the hearts of out- 
doors folk again{t a virtuous, and in hime 
felf innocent youth, oppreffed with mif- 
fortunes, when he mojt needed their af- 
fiftance and confolation.—If, on the con- 
trarv, he is writing againit law, truth, 
and juttice, what a villain ishe? Town 
this laft expreflion is too ftrong, if he is 
not writing againft the dictates of hisown 
conicience, which it is probable he 
is not: but in a dubious caufe, and in 
dependence, he is unexcufable. What 
compundtion, if he has any heart, muft he 
have, if he fhould ever find he has mifta- 
ken the truth? I am far from infinuating 
by what [ have wrote, that humanity and 
compaflion fhould influence truth and 
juftice : but where truth and juttice lies, 
is the prefent queftion ; and in this intri+ 
cate caufe, they are the wileft of the oute 
doors folks that are leaft pofitive; howe- 
ver, I think, the Ej/esce (xxix. 621.], al- 
though not profetiedly nor intentionally 
wrote as an anfwer to the Com/iderations, 
is a full anfwer thereto. 

In another view, the public in general 
is highly concerned in this caufe. They 
almott uniformly believe, that whena man 
is poflefied of thejright of filiation, that is, 
when he is acknowledged and treated as 
the fon of his parents, fuppofed or real, 
he cannot be obliged to prove his birth, 
nor deprived of his birthright, without a 
clear proof upon the part of the purfuer, 
that he is really falfe and fuppofititious. 
It is almoft uniformly faid, that conjec- 
tures, fuppofitions, and unconnected faéts, 
probabilities, and poflibilities, cannot o- 
verthrow fucha right. Theyreafon thus: 
Although we are not concerned whether 
Hamilton or Douglas gain this caufe, we 
are thoroughly concerned, whether thofe 
we treat and confider as our children may 
not be difturbed in the poiletlion of what 
we think their due. It is of no import- 
ance to the public, fay they, that a 
fraud may fometimes be fo artfully com- 
mitted, that an impottor may come in 
room of another to enjoy an eltate he has 
no title to ; but it is moit dangerous to 
us, to oblige our children to bring a 
proof of their birth many years after, 
when we and all the witneiles prefent 
are dead ; and more efpecially when, by 
alledging thole that reinain are accompli- 
ces in the crime, to deprive therm of their 
direé evidence, to make roomfor their con 
jetural evidence, and to uphold that con- 
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jeftural againit dire& evidence upon 
conjecture of accomplicement. This, I 
fuppole, is an anfwer to your corretpon- 
cent’s wanting to know the Reviewers 
meaning about fiiation; and are the 
thoughts that ftrike a man quite unec- 
quainted with law, and forms of procecure 
in courts of juftice.—J/ am, ee. a. Z. 


P.S. 1 alfo obferved fome refleGions 
on Mr Doeuglas’s parents, in another let- 
ter in faid Appendix, p. 677. It is not 
intention te enter into his confe for- 
ther think it a puolicone.

cefies of every kind. Priencfhip he re. 
cominended above ell things to his difes 
ples. and never was precept better ob. 
ferved. JT wifh could fpeak fo well of 
his plilofophy as cf bis manners. Are 
vou thoroughly verfed in the doérine o 
Epicurus Macetes anfwered ingents 
oufly, that he never had ftudied it. Ajj 
I know, favs he, is, that the Gods do 
not concern themfelves in any thing, and 
that the principle of all things is im the 
atoms, whofe arrangement is of theme 
felves, in fuch fort, that they have pro- 
duced this world junit as we fee it. 

Plato. So then, mv fon, you do net 
believe that there ts an intelligence which 
has prefided over this univerfe, in which 
there cre fuch a nunaber of intelligent be 
ings. Be pleated to give me your realon 
for adopting this philofophy. 

Aladetes. Becaufe ever hear it ez 
tolied among my friends and their mi- 
ftrefies when J take a fupper with them, 
I am exceecingly reconciled to their a 
toms. I grant I underfland nothing a 
bout them; this coétrine, however. ape 
pears to me as plaufible as any other, 
and it is peceflary to profefs fome opinion 
when one begins to keep pood company.

will acknowledge that you know more 
than E,icurus, and than all the philofo- 
phers of Greece. 

Plato. Well then, all I have promifed 
you is performed already. You are this 
very machine, and even thus were you 
formed, though I have not {hewn you the

{titute your exiftence ; all which {prings 
are proportioned to one another; all re- 
ciprocally affifteach other. Some of them 
preferve life, others give it, and the {pes 
cies perpetuates iticlt through ages, by 
an infcrutable artifice. The meane(ft a- 
nimals are of ano lefs admirable {truce 
ture, and the celeitial orbs move in {pace 
with a (till more (ublime mechanifm. 
Judge, after this, if an intelligent being 
has not formed the world, and if your 
atoms do not ftand in need of this intel- 
ligent caufe.

AS the laws of this kingdom have gi- 
ven every perfon an opportunity of 
obtaining all the fatisfaction that one 
perfon can receive from another, upon 
the facts being duly proved, except it be

And 
where will you find a greater obje4t, re- 
quiring proteétion, in the whole commus 
nity, by the law, than a poor helpleds

the firit caufe of all her misfortuaes, and 
left to feek bread by a common protii- 
tution of herfelf to every perfon fhe 
meets with, by which difeafes of body 
are added to thofe of her mind, already 
too great to be fupported with any chear- 
fulnefs; and ihe is at length reduced to 
bury her fenles in drunkennefs and dee 
bauchery, until it puts an end toa me 
ferable life. To prevent fuch evils, it is 
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propofed, that a law be made (time of 
Yimitation not lefs than feven years) that 
fhall pive the pirl debauched, liberty to 
bring her afiion againit the man who 
firft led her from the paths of virtue, for 
afeparate maintenance, adequate to the 
{tation of lite the was in, and to the cir- 
cumftances of the man, to be given by 
the jurv, upon the fact being proved 
to their fatisfadtion, as is cuftomary in all 
other cafes. When debauchery becomes 
as expenfive as matrimony, the one will 
not be fo frequently attempted, and the 
fatter of courfe will fucceed. A law, 
fomething of this kind, will eftablifh 
Mapdalen houfes in every part of the 
kingdom, at the tole expence of the per- 
fons who ought to fupport them. IT have 
fome hopes of feeing fuch a law made 
next fethons, from the intereft two re- 
fpedtable bodies have in the fenate; the 
one are the clergy, that thev will ufe 
their intluence upow this occafion, from 
the principle of proteéting virtue and pu- 
nifhing vice; and from the gentlemen 
of the law, (exclufive of the above mo- 
tives), thatit will be preatly their interett 
to get fomething of this kind paffed into 
a law.

Origin of Bilis of Exchonye. 


THE firft commerce carmed on among 
men, feems to have been by ex- 
chance, or permutation; a kind of apree- 
ment whereby people furnifhed each o- 
ther mutually with what things they 
wanted. Bot fuch exchanges were at- 
tended with fome diticulties, both on 
account of the unequal values of the 
commodities, and the improbability of 
meeting with what might jult iuit each 
other in the exchange. To remove theie 
iNcouveniencies, money was invented for 
a common mecium ; and inflead of the 
former method of exchanging. buving 
and felling was introduced. This kind 
of commerce was afterwards improved 
snto a truck of money for money, or tra- 
ding by bills of exchange: which, note 
with{tanding, were probably unknown 
in the ancent Roman commerce; yet 
certainly have been in ufe a preat num- 
ber of years; fur, according to the com- 
spon opinion, they were invented by the 
Jews about the twelith century, who be- 
ing banithed France at that time, reti- 
rec into Lombardy, and tound means to 
withdraw ther eiledis, which they had 
iecgea in the hands of friends, by fecret 
betters and bills conceived in fhort pre- 
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of exchange; and this by the affiftance of 
merchants and travellers. The Gibel. 
lines, who retired to Aimfterdam 
their being expelled Italy by the Guelphs, 
ufed the fame means for the recovery of 
their effets in Italy as the Jews hai 
done ; and from hence the Dutch me. 
chants took the hint of negotiating bil 
of exchange, which is now become a ge 
neral prattice throughout all Europe; 
and which in fome places is carried on by 
wav of trade in a manner not unfimiler 
to ftock-jobbing, to the great profit of tr 
dealers, and the ruin of many countries. 
To conclude, this trade you {ve was in- 
vented by circumeifed Jews, but is nos 
carried on alfo by uncircumcifed ones. 
A new, fafe, and fpecdy philofophical me 
thod to clear chimneys of foot, witlout 
the afjijtance of any man.

Chrittians witle under perfecution, and 
that Chrilians themlelves confidered it 
in this haht. But here the faet ts plainly 
agaimft him. The rales of difcipline ad- 
opted by the church, and practifed with 
the utmoit impartiality and rigour, du- 
ring the three "firtt ceuluries, while the 
members were living in a mixed fociety 
with Payans, were all of them confirm- 
ed and ratified, under the name of peni- 
jeutiary canons, by the council of Nice, 
anno 325, atter the church had come un- 
der the protection of the Emperor, and 
had received the benefit of the civil e- 
ttablijment. It ts certain, that the cen- 
lures apooiite. by thefe canons were for 
acouri¢ of years executed with unrelent- 
ing feverity om jorts of otfend- 
ers, thote of the higheit ranks and fta- 
tions not excepted. And it is peculiarly 
worthy of our notice, that public rebukes 
before the congregation were fo far from 
being fingled out and diflinguifhed from 
the other parts of difcipline, as alone 
delerving to be laid afide, that, on the 
contrary, exomolog softs, which fignifies the 
public confeidion of fin, was the word ge- 
ner2 ny made ule of to denote the dithe- 
rent Ceprees of cenfure deUnquents were. 
peorcanar to pals through, from the time of 
their coming under dicipline, to the time 
of their reitution to the communion of 
the chureti: A clear and irretragavle 
proof, that the Chriftian church at that 
tune confidered this and other parts of 
dicipline, mot as a temporary, but a

Ji cannot be refuted, that church-dif- 
cipline, like other divine initwtutions, 
began won to be abuted and corrupted.

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confidered as eflential parts of difcipline ; 
and even when the cenfure, as to the 
king of it, was properly authorifed, there 
was in the depree and mealure of it, 
and this even in the beft and purett aves 
ofthe church, a rigour and feverity ut- 
terly inconfittent with the mild 
Tign genius of the Chriftian reltpion, and 
ina manner incompativle with the flate 
of buman nature.

The face of the Coriftian church 
was mifcrably altered and disfigured, and 
Chrittians, now, were, with refpeét to 
the general courte and tenor of their be 
haviour, as unlike and oppofite to thofe of 
former apes, as light is to darknefs. 
Once we deviate from the ony nal fim 
phoity of conv divine mititution, as laid 
down in the New Teflament, is hard 
to fay where we thal] ftop. One abule 
or corruption of this kind naturally intros 
cuces and makes way for another. Sot 
hepppened in the cafe before us. Soe 
bodily penances, iwpoted witheut 
werrant on pubhe etfenders, under the 
name of dife ip line, and as tatisfaét 
the church for the offence and fcandel 
thev had given, firtt fugpetted the idea 
of proper fatistactions for fin, either bv 
a courte of (uffering here, or the pains ol 
Purgatory hereafter. And as every bi 
thop was invefted with a power of dil- 
pening with penance, or ecclefiaftic cen- 
fuve, at his pleafure, or of allowing the 
oflender, to commute or buy it of with 
money ; this gave a handle to ihe Popes 
of Rome, cor tinwally gralping at every 
opportunity of extending ti air own power 
and juriid Aion, to arrogate to themielves, 
as their fole and unalienable prerogetive, 
the power of pening or remitting fin, 
with reipect to its temporal punitl ment, 
and of difpenting or giving out thefe pate 
dons, in the nanner they thought belt;

The many grofs crimes, occafioned, 
the letter-writer pretends, by the re- 
penting-{tool, are the chief and ftrongett 
objection aguinit what T have now advan- 
ced. What thefe crimes are, he does 
not exprefly fay. Mr Douglas is more 
explicit Lxxvill. 579. ], and pofitively af- 
firms, that the frequency of the moft un- 
natural and atrocious crime of childmur- 
der, in different parts of the kingdom, 
can be attributed to no other caufe, but 
the continual and progretlive feverity of 
church-difcipline. The beit thing in the 
world inay accidentally be produQive of 
bud contequences: but thefe cau be no 
jutt objection ageinft the things them- 
felves; otherwile the mott excellent intti- 
tutions, beth civil and religious, muft be 
laid afide. This is fufficient to repel the 
force of the preient o jecton; it being 
undeniable, that every aryument which 
concludes too much, concludes nothing 
at all. 

But I proceed a ftep further, and ex- 
pretsly deny, that the avoiding the fhame 
of public appearances before the congre- 
gation 1s the fole, or even the principal 
caule of the childmurders, w hich, it is to 
be lamented, are fo frequent in many 
parts of om ‘land. There is no arguing 
againtt fact and experience, and to thefe 
I appeal for the determination of the pre- 
fent controverly, There were two pe- 
riods, in which the difcipline of this 
church was everciled with more ftrictnefs 
than it has been ever fince. The one 
was from the beg n ng ofourreformation, 
1560, to the year 1610, when Epifcopacy 
was fully ettablifhed by K. James VI. 
and the other was from the year 1637 to 
the reftoration 1660; in thele two peri 
ods, I fay, the difcipline of this church 
was exerciled with more f{triétnefs and 
rigour than it has been ever fince: and 
yet childmurders were {eldom or ever 
heard of ; nay, as far as my knowledge 
of hiftory extends, they teem to he as 
little frequent in Scotland as in other 
parts of Chriftendom. 

For fone years after the revolution, 
the difcipline of the church was kept op 
and exercifed, tn moft places, with {tri¢t- 
nels and impartiality, The church

The vacancy of the throne was precedent 
to their meeting without any fuim- 
Mons, Hot a contequence of Thev 
did not effemble without writ, ya then 
the threne vacant; but the throne 
being previoufly vacant by the hiny’s ab- 
dication, they aflembled without writ, 
as they mult doif they ailembled at 
all. Had the throne been full, their 
meeting would not have been regular 5 
but as it was realiy empty, fuch meeting 
became abfclately necetlarv. And accor 
Cingly it was declared by ftatute 1 W. 
& Mi. ft. 5. c. t. that this convention was 
reci!y the two houfes of parliament, not- 
with flanding the want of writs, or other 
defiéts of form, So thatnotwithftanding 
thele tWO capital exceptions, which were 
juitifiable only on a principle of necef! Ws 
(and each of which, by the way, indu- 
ced a revolution in the government), ihe 
ruJe Jaid down is in general certain, 
That the King, only, can convoke a par- 
hiament. 
And this, by the ancient ftatutes of the 
realm, he is bound to do every year, or 
oftener, if need be. Not that he is or e- 
ver was obliged Ly thete ftatutes to call 
a new parliament every year; but only 
to permit a parliament to fit annually for 
the redrefs of grievances, and difpatch 
of bufinels, if need be. Thefe left words 
wre fo loofe aud vague, that fuch of our 
monarchs as were inclined to govern 
without parliaments, neglected the con- 
voking them, {ometimes for a very cone 
fid erable period, under pretence that 
there was no needof them.
